SUBJECT: Monthly Report - Bangkok Bureau - February 1985 


I. GENERAL 

The bureau remained open late several evenings to handle late-breaking Items 
on the 25 February Pakistan parliamentary elections, but the poll was conducted 
quietly and largely without incident. The opposition's boycott was not effective, 
as 53% of those eligible voted, but, somewhat surprisingly, five of Ziaul Haq's 
ministers lost in their bids for seats, necessitating an Immediate cabinet reshuffle. 

After having overrun the headquarters of the KPNLF faction of the Cambodian 
resistance forces in early January, Vietnam turned Its attention to the Phnum Malal 
mountain stronghold of the Khmer Rouge faction in February and overran that as well. 
Only days before this action, the resistance coalition government's president. 

Prince Sihanouk, had conducted his annual acceptance of diplomatic credentials in 
this "showcase" enclave. The clandestine military radio VONADK became silent 
. during the assault and returned to the air again 4 days later, apparently broad- 
T casting from a more northerly region of the Cambodian-Thai border area. The 
^military reverses occasioned new expressions of support from ASEAN, including a 
'foreign-ministerial meeting in Bangkok that called for increased military aid to 
the resistance, and speculation over the longterm political and military effects. 

One line of thinking is that the resistance forces will need to expand their opera- 
tions within the Cambodian interior in classic guerrilla warfa^re a strategy that 
seems reflected in reports carried by their radios. 

II. OPERATIONS 

A. Monitorial/Editorial 


1. Beginning with its 4 February broadcasts, the Thai radio Voice of 
Free Asia provided more extensive time for its Indochinese-language programs. Its 
Cambodian service devoted a great deal of air time to the activities and statements 
of Sihanouk, who was in the area most of the month. Press reports indicated the 
step-up resulted from growing Thai concern about Vietnam's role in the region. 

2. The bureau sent four FYI's on the possible relocation of the transmitter 
of the Cambodian resistance military radio and fielded several calls from local 
consumers on the situation. 

3. AG approved a bureau request to switch from wirefiling the program 
summary from the Moscow Cambodian 1330-1400 GMT cast to pouching the stmnaary 
periodically.
